Order  Relating  to  Resort  Hotels  in  the  Hotel 
and  Catering  Industry  in  Unorganized  Ter¬ 
ritory  during  the  Summer  Season. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female  Minimum 
Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  here¬ 
by  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
following  expressions  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: — 

“  Resort  hotel  ”  means  any  establishment  in  un¬ 
organized  territory  wherein  meals  or  lodg¬ 
ing  are  furnished  to  the  general  public  for 
which  a  charge  is  made: 

“  Summer  season  ”  means  that  part  of  each  year 
from  the  1st  day  of  June  to  the  30th  day  of 
September,  both  dates  inclusive. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer 
and  to  every  male  and  female  employee  in  resort 
hotels  in  unorganized  territory  during  the  summer 
season  only. 

3.  That  no  employee  in  a  resort  hotel  shall 
work  or  be  on  duty  for  more  than  10  hours  in  any 
one  day,  nor  for  more  than  52  hours  in  any  one 
week. 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  employee 
in  resort  hotels  who  is  employed  for  a  greater  num¬ 
ber  of  hours  than  44  in  any  one  week  shall  be  time 
and  one-half  the  employee’s  regular  rate  of  pay  for 
all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  44  hours  in  any 
one  week. 

5.  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  shall  be 
given  a  rest  period  of  24  consecutive  hours  in  each 
calendar  week,  of  which  the  employee  shall  be  duly 
notified  by  the  employer.  In  exceptional  cases, 
where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  of  this 
section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employers  and 
employees  concerned  make  application  in  writing 
that  a  different  arrangement  respecting  a  rest  period 
in  respect  of  such  employers  and  employees  be 
approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve 
of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrange¬ 
ment  so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said 
employers  and  employees  in  lieu  of  this  section. 

6.  That  sections  5,  6,  and  10  of  Order  No.  52 
(1951)  of  the  Board,  dated  the  17th  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber,  1951,  shall  not  apply  to  employees  in  resort 
hotels  in  unorganized  territory  during  the  summer 
season.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in  all 
cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  weeks 
during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of 
the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration 
of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary. 

98.  ( 1 )  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any  Private 
Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the  House, 
eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion  : — 

(a)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill:

(3)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and  notices 
proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been  so  de¬ 
posited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not  been  presented 
to  the  House  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Ses¬ 
sion,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be 
six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass 
second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees  shall  be 
returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or  attor¬ 
ney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  authority 
of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact,  and  the  petition 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
until  this  is  done.

piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  men¬ 
tioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  draw¬ 
bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  incorpo¬ 
ration  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts  re¬ 
lating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such 
Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  established  for 
any  proposed  departure  from  this  principle,  or  for 
the  introduction  of  other  provisions  as  to  such 
details,  and  a  note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill 
indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
general  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from. 
Bills  which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with 
this  Standing  Order  shall  be  recast  by  the  pro¬ 
moters  and  reprinted  at  their  expense  before  any 
Committee  passes  upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model  Bill 
(copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  House).
